Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—In 


one of the most remarkable exhibi- 
tions of political jugglery and parlia- 
mentary finesse witnessed in the sen- 
ate in many a day the necromancers 
of that body yesterday afternoon ef- 
fectively disposed of all tariff legis- 
lation for the present term. 


The Senatorial decks were swept 


clean of all matters appertaining to 
the customs duties upon imports. 


It was another illustration of the 


fact that the senate can do things 
with a promptness which is startling 
when it resolves to do so and when 
senate leaders make up their minds 
that they are going to adjourn the 
session. 


Only the method which was adopt- 


ed yesterday was a bit unusual and 
unexpected. Nothing remains now to 
wind up the affairs of the extraordi- 
nary session except the concurrence 
of the house, and that may be given 
Saturday. 
The house situation is in 


the hands of Chairman Underwood 
and he is disposed to join in the 
movement. 


Both he and his party have every- 
thing to gain politically by doing so> 
The joke of yesterday's transpir- 


Ings is upon the Senate insurgents. 
They have not only been euchered out 
of the political capital which tney 
have been endeavoring, under the 
leadership of Senator LaFollette to 
accumulate, but they have been left 
marooned between the deep sea of 
Democracy and the devil of standpat- 
ism. 
— 


The senate Democrats alter four 


hours of conference Thursday after- 
noon, practicaly decided to follow the 
same course with respect to the cot- 
ton bill as they did on the wool and 
free list bills, which was to vote sol- 
idly for the house measure, and fail- 
Ing to corral enough insurgent votes 
to secure its passage, to turn in and 
vote for the La Follette substitute. 


The program even went so far as 


to include a decision 
to adopt the 


Cummins amendment to the meas- 
ure, revising the iron and steel sched- 
ule of the tariff law. The agreement 
was not satisfactory to many of the 
Democrats, and some of them, nota- 
l)ly Senator Johnston, of Alabama, 
left the conference in a huff. 
While the negotiations with the in- 


surgents had been informal, there 
was a tacit understanding with the 
followers Of La Follette as to what 
was to be done 
All was calm and 


serene in the chamber, when the Ala- 
bama senator, who 
rarely says a 


•word, but thinks a great deal, quiet- 
ly slipped across the center aisle of 
the senate and made a few brief re- 
marks sotto voce to Senator Penrosc 
the titular Republican leader 
The 


Pennsylvania Senator nodded, for he 
too, is a man. of few words, and the 
deal was on at once. 


What the Alabama senator said to 


the Senator from Pennsylvania, ac- 
cording to the statement made with 
much resentment and bitterness by 
Senator Rristow, 
of 
Kansas, who 


happened to overhear it, was that the 
Republican regulars should absem 
themselves from the chamber anc 
permit the Democrats to pass theii 
own bill as they saw fit and thus n- 
low it to go to the president and wind 
up the whole tariff matter. 


The suggestion was immediately 


agreed to by Senator Penrose, wel 
knowing as he did that whatever sor 
of a measure the Democrats shoulc 
pass 
would be promptly vetoed by 


the President.

Columbus, Aug. 18.—Attorney Gen- 


eral Hogan is today puzzling over a 
legal question put to him by Wayne 
B. Wheeler, state superintendent of 
the anti-saloon league.

desire to ask that this message from 
the president be referred to the com- 
mittee on ways and menus, 
f ask 
that it lie on the speaker's table a&d 
give notice that I will call up the bill 
tomorrow, immediately 
after 
the 


reading of the Journal and move to 
pass it over the president's veto." 


Cheers and shouts from the Demo- 


cratic 
members 
greeted the an- 


nouncement. Representative Garrett 
of Tennessee, 
when quiet was re- 


stored, asked unanimous consent to 
incorporate in the record a portion 
of President Taft's speech at Wmona, 
Minn., in the last campaign, in which 
he described the Payne-Aldrich wool 
schedule as indefensible. 
Republi- 


can Leader Mann asked unanimous 
consent to incorporate the entire Wl- 
nona speech in the record, which car- 
ried. 


The Democratic majority 
today 


will 
make a determined 
effort to 


pass the bill over the president's ve- 
to. The Democrats have hopes that 
they will be able to do this. Repre- 
sentative i.iann and other Republican 
leaders expressed 
confidence 
last 


night that this will 
be impossible. 


Representative Dwight, the Repub- 
lican whip, has told the president 
that the majority will not be able to 
muster enough to carry the bill by 
a two-thirds vote. 
On the receut 


passage of the compromise bin ir 
the house the vote was 206 to 4. 


Many 
members of both parties 


reached Washington 
yesterday and 


all absentees are ordered to be oa 
hand today. The Democrats expect, 
with their 
full quota of members 


present, together with 30 Republi- 
cans who voted for the bill, that they 
can develop a two thirds majority- 
Republican leaders assert that many 
of the insurgents who voted for the 
bill will not do so over the presi- 
dent's head. 


Before sending his veto of the wool 


bill to the house, the president held 
a conference with his cabinet. One 
member thought it might be best fen 
the president to sign the bill, but ti 
was finally won over to the othe 
view. 


It became known, too, that the 


president will also veto the cottoi 
bill with the proposed amend men 
levising the iron and steel schedules 
and the farmers' free list. 


It was indicated that any tariff re 


vision bill at this session would be 
vetoed. 


The president, it was said, would 


go before the country in his mes- 
sages and in speeches on his Western 
trip this fall and argue against what 
'ie would characterize as an unnec- 
essary upsetting of business through 
revision of the tariff not based on 
information from the tariff board.

Bills, but Seldom Advertised His In- 
tentions—Senator Frye's Record In 
Senate Has Been Beaten, but He 
Was Lawmaker For Longest Time. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington, Aug. 18.—[Special.]— 


The possibility that several Democrats 
of both senate and house may be call- 
ed to cabinet positions in case the 
Democrats elect a president nest year 
has had considerable to~"do"in~ihapiug 
the Inclinations of men as to candi- 
dates. There Is a belief among many 
Democrats that If a man -with little 
Washington experience Is chosen he 
will want cabinet officers who have 
had experience In the national capital. 


This may account for the fact that 


a number of receptive candidates for 
cabinet positions seem to prefer Gov- 
ernor Harmon or Governor Wilson 
rather than Speaker Clark. There are 
a number of men in public life who 
would quickly leave either the senate 
or house for the cabinet. 


Vetoes and Threats of Veto. 


President Cleveland sent in as many 


veto messages as any president, most 
of them on pension bills. But he did 
not do very much advertising In ad- 
vance. During the session of congress 
there has been more talk of vetoes In 
advance than even during the Roose- 
velt administration. It may be that 
President Taft was not responsible, 
but the talk emanating from men who 
assumed to speak for him promised 
vetoes without limit. 


Longest Continuous Service. 


While the late Senator Frye had 


more than thirty years of service In 
the senate and a record exceeded by 
very few persons, other men had 
longer continuous service. Merrill of 
Vermont and Allison of Iowa were 
two, and John Sherman had a longer 
service, but it was interrupted by four 
years as a cabinet member. 


Frye had the longest continuous con- 


gressional service of any man in the 
history of the government. 
He en- 


tered the Forty-second congress in 187] 
and served In the house until elected 
to the senate In 1881, going from the 
house to the senate, where he succeed 
ed James G. Elaine. 


A Wonderful Delegation. 


The Maine delegation was for many 


years a dominating influence in con- 
gress. In the Fifty-first congress Reed 
was speaker, Boutelle was chairman 
of naval affairs, and Milliken was 
chairman of public buildings 
and 


grounds, while Dingley was a force on 
the ways and means committee. 
In 


the senate Frye was chairman of com 
merce and prominent on foreign rela 
tions and other committees. Hale wa: 
chairman of census and the dominat- 
ing influence on appropriations and 
naval affairs. 


In the Fifty-fifth congress Reed was 


again speaker, Dingley was chairniar 
of ways and means, Frye held the 
same committee positions and was 
president pro tern of the senate, amT 
Hale was chairman of naval affairs 
and had reached the point of leader 
ship in the senate. There has been a 
mighty change In the Maine representa 
tion, but It is believed the new men 
will make their mark If they remain 
long enough in congress. 


Dillingham's Immigration Bill. 


Senator Dillingham has given those 


for and against Immigration laws an 
opportunity to consider during the re 
cess what ought to be done to improvt 
the Immigration conditions. 
His bit 


is considered drastic by those wh< 
want more immigration. Others clain 
It does not go far enough. 


It is possible that when the subjer 


comes up for discussion there may b 
men bold enough to assert that all Iiu 
migration to this country might wel 
cease and allow those now here t 
work out the destiny of the country a 
Americans. 
I suggested this to th 


Vermont senator, and he replied, "Yoi 
couldn't possibly pass any such drastic 
legislation ns that." And he no doub 
spoke the truth. 


"Not a Sucker."

to corporate property in every county 
of the state, means a benefit to the 
individual property owner. 


In Cincinnati, real estate owners
